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1. ETHNIC IDENTITY POLITICS IN MANIPUR 

The ethnic identity has become a central issue in Manipur 
influenced by the politicization of ethnic identity. This identity 
politics has deeply weakened the earlier inter-ethnic relations. The 
past decade of 1990s has witnessed the outbreak of ethnic violence 
between different ethnic communities. It is now conflict between 
the different ethnic communities themselves. Such recent ethnic 
clashes include the Kuki Naga Conflict (1992-97), Meitei Pangal 
conflict (1993) and Kuki-Paite conflict (1997-98). 

The issue of identity is very much complicated and complex 
phenomenon which needs a deep understanding and careful analysis 
because such conflict has led to large-scale of displacement and 
impoverishment including loss of many precious lives. Several cases 
of severe injuries and burning down of houses have been frequent 
occurances despite of the condemnation and appeals from all angles 
to end fratricidal war or ethnic conflicts, considering its hazardous 
impact on ethnic communities. 

Some hope of peace prevailed only after reconciliation 
effort of several ci vil organizations and church bodies. This diabolic 
ethnic violence divides multi-communities and created the ethnic 
politics in Manipur to the context of recent trends influenced by 
the migration, identity and conflict. 

Now the identity of territory or land movement and 
autonomy demands have been one of the features of Manipur 
politics and today we all have witnessed the outrageous political 
drama in Manipur. Many scholars have interpreted Manipur State 
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as Sana Leibak (golden land) but today the state is witnessing 
incessant armed conflicts and is a victim of increasing insurgent 
groups armed by the rebels from the neighbouring countries. 

There is no sign of ending to the existence of these ethnic 
clashes in near future. It is a remarkable fulfillment of Bible 
prophecy as foretold more than 2500 years ago by Daniel, the 
prophet who revealed the forgotten dream of King 
Nebuchadnezzar about symbolic image that the mixture of 
iron and clay in the feet and toes was explained as the divided 
nations and people. The people shall not cleave to one another 
even as iron is not mixed with the clay. God’s hand in world 
politics including ethnic identity politics is revealed in Manipur 
State and recent result of USA election based on racial and 
immigrants. God forbids! USA is heading towards divided States 
of America (DSA) like divided USSR. 

Manipur is comparatively a small state located in the eastern 
most part of India covering an area of22,327 sq km, out of which 
2238 sq km constitutes the valley inhabited by Meiteis and Pangals 
and 20,089 sq km covered the hills inhabited by 33 different tribals 
communities categorized as Nagas and Kuki-Chin. The Manipur 
state is indeed a good example of unity in diversity in the past but 
now it is disgracefully divided by the conflicts of ethnic identity, 
ethnic politics, autonomy and identity of territory or land. The 
land they inhabited is the root of their identities and the main reason 
or cause of these perpectual conflicts. The Nagas considered their 
lands as gifts of God for livelihood as much as legacy of their 
identity. Thus, any encroachment or alienation of Naga ancestral 
or traditional land in any form is viewed as very serious and a 
threat to their livelihood and identity. 
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2. A PLANNED INFLUX OF KUKIS INTO MANIPUR 


In fact, there was no major problem witnessed in Manipur 
including Chandel District formerly known as Tengnoupal District 
during the pre-colonial period till 1830s. The successive Maharaja 
of Manipur and Chiefs of the hills honoured their demarcated 
traditional boundaries of land. Administratively, minor 
confrontations which occurred sometimes were for the sake of 
law and order problem and not for land. They co-exist peacefully. 
However, with the increasing immigration of the Kukis in the Naga 
Hills of Manipur beginning from 1840s, the conflicts gradually 
drifted towards land. 

The accommodative arrangement made by the British 


political agents and administrators with the permission of Maharaja 
Nara Singh for the Kukis as tenants in the Naga hills of Manipur 
has now been wilfully diverged into a demand for a Kuki homeland 
or Kuki nation proposed as Zalen-Gam within Naga hills of 
Manipur spear headed by the Kuki State Demand Committee 
(KSDC). Consequently, the identity of the Kukis and their assertion 


as an indigenous community has now come to the fore in question 
and become a central burning issue of every day in Manipur ethnic 
politics which has created the unwanted chapters of the Manipur 
history to cope with. 


It has been declared by the International Meitei Forum 
(IMF) states stand - a rejoinder to Kuki Research Forum (KRF) 
dated 4/6/2015 point no. 2 & 4.2 published by the Sangai Express 
stated that. Many historians did not agree that Anal, Chiru, 
Chothe, Koirao, Koireng, Kom, Lamkang etc. are Kukis. They 
were never known as Kukis and also they themselves never agree 
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to be Kuki. Anal and Chiru are, furious if they are called Kuki. It 
is sinister aim of Kuki Nation in the making, that they wanted to 
amalgamate many non-Kuki tribes as Kukis imitating the Naga 
Nation in the making, whereas the Nagas are indigenous people 
of Manipur and surrounding areas like Meiteis and “Kukis are 
tribals of other countries like Myanmar (Burma) Arakan, 
Bangladesh etc. They settle in Assam, Tripura, Meghalaya and 
other areas of North East as they did in Manipur. They have been 
nomadic and immigrants who have been creating problems at the 
place where they have taken shelter This is the verdict/ judgement 
of the third person like an arbitrator. 

3. COL. MC. CULLOCH’S POLICY OF PLANTING 
KUKI SETTLEMENT IN MANIPUR 

There are many documentary evidences or records 
maintained by the eminent British Scholars, administrators and 
historians that the Kukis migrated mostly from the Chittagong 
Hill tracts of Burma (Myanmar). The signing of the Treaty of 
Yandaboo on February 24, 1826 between the British Manipur 
administration and Burma paved the way for remarkable influx of 
the Kukis in Manipur. “A short history of Manipur" by Rk. Jhalajit 
Singh stated that during the reign of Nora Singh, the then Maharaja 
of Manipur (1844 to 1850) permitted the Kuki refugees to settle 
first at Moirang in Manipur by entrusting their rehabilitation into 
the hands of Colonel MC Culloch, the then British Political Agent 
in Manipur. 
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Maj. Gen. James Johnstone (1877-86), the then Political 
Agent of Manipur in his book “ Manipur Naga Hills ” page 26 
clearly wrote about Colonel MC Culloch’s policy of planting Kuki 
settlement in Manipur. Further, he also clarified about Kuki as 
nomadic by nature that “ The Kukis are wandering race consisting 
of several tribes who have long been walking up from the south. 
They were first heard of as Kukis in Manipur between 1830-40 
i C Hodson in his book “The Naga Tribes of Manipur ” also wrote 
that “We are like the birds of the air, said a Kuki to me once. we 
make our nest here this year and who knows where we shall build 
next year”. 

The explanation pointed out that the Kukis were refugees 
and a nomadic tribe without any permanent settlement in Manipur. 
Colonel MC Culloch recorded in his account of the valley of 
Manipore and the Hill Tribes regarding Kuki infiltration in Manipur 
stated that “ The Kukis continued their campaign to decimate the 
Naga population and plunder their wealth with fire arms supplied 
by the British and the kingdom of Manipur ” was a well planned 
strategy and crusade of invasion into Naga’s domain to subjugate 
them and grab their ancestral lands by using the Kukis. Maj GL 
Dare of Chin Hills Battalion Burma Regiment MG WE SEA in his 
letter No. 3332/65/CLL/RE-C 11/46 dated 6/1/1845 addressed 
to Th. Pushkar, President of Manipur State Darbar stated that “a 
large number ofKukis have left Burma for Manipur Via Aizawl ”. 
They were armed with countless numbers of Musket guns. 
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4.CONDITIONAL SETTLEMENT OF KUKIS IN MANIPUR 

After forceful entry of Kukis into NagaTerritories during 1834- 
1878, the Kukis attacked many Naga villages in Ukhrul and Chandel 
Districts destroying entire villages and killed many men and women 
as reported by Sir Alexander Mackenzie in his book “The Northeast 
Frontier of India (page 205) They forcefully occupied the 
territories of Nagas and according to the Census Records of India 
- Foreign Department No. XXVII of 1859 and No. XXVIII of 
1861, the immigrant population of the Kukis in Manipur 
subsequently touched the number of 17, 204 in the 1880s. 


The accommodation of Kukis in Manipur was a 
conditional settlement as per mutual agreement of payment lousal 
or Lampan to the Naga Chiefs by the Kukis settled in Manipur 
Naga Hills during 1830-1846. However, a number of times, the 
Kukis wilfully violated terms and conditions of conditional 
settlement. Hence, there were several cases of non-payment of 
lousal or Lampan which ultimately led to land-dispute in the Court 
of the Sub-Divisional Officers, Northeast Area “ Ukhrul Area and 
Tengnoupal (Chamdil). Such land-dispute cases would often be 
settled and disposed off by the concerned Sub-Divisional Officers, 
Deputy Commissioners of Manipur during 1820-1968. 
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5. STANDING ORDERS FOR THE KUKIS 

SETTLED IN MANIPUR 

In order to control the compounding situation between 
the two communities ie. Nagas and Kukis, the successive standing 
orders were passed by the Manipur State Darbar. 

(1) Standing Order No. 11 of 18-8-1931 issued by Captain 
Harvey, President of Manipur State Darbar stated “The Kukis shall 
not be issuedfire-arms because of their savage nature ” and para 
2 of the order declared that “They shall be granted fire-arm on 
loan for protection against wild animals only 

(2) Standing Order No. 9 of 9-9-1933 issued by A. 
Macdonald, President of Manipur State Darbar stated that “A Kuki 
village having 20 houses shall pay Hill House tax ofRs. 6.00 per 
annum 

(3) The Standing Order No. 2 of 23-7-1941 issued by TA 
Sharpe, President of Manipur State Darbar stated that “The Kukis 
shall obtain prior permission from the Chief ofNaga village for 
settlement and pay House tax to the Chief’. 

6. THE KUKIS AS REFUGEES IN MANIPUR 

Thanchipem Jagoi & Ngahemgam Ahum (May 1993) in 
their book “The outrageous political drama in Manipur” page 38 
& 39 had clearly recorded that “The conference of Kukis held at 
Ponlen Kuki village on 12 th February 1959 was with an intention 
to forcefully drive out 8 (eight) Tangkhul Naga villages viz: Kasau, 
Nungou, Pushing, Shingcha, Maku, Langli, Sambui and Apong to 
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create Kuki homeland. On the other hand, knowing the secret 
plan of Kukis, the Tangkhuls also convened a conference on 13 th 
March 1959 and passed a resolution that “not even an inch of 
Tangkhul ancestral land shall be given to the Kukis”. 

Consequently, Gen. Kaito, Commander-in-chief of Naga 
National Council (NNC) Home Guard Army had issued an order 
dated 24 th October 1962 stated that “Not an inch of Naga Territory 
be given to the Kukis”. And as evidence for Kukis being refugees, 
Mr. R. Suisa, MP (Manipur Outer Constituency), took up the Kuki 
refugee problem in the Parliament of India, and had insisted for 
rehabilitation and grant of relief fund for the Kuki refugees in 
Manipur. 

The Finance Ministry, Govt, of India Vide Memo No. F 3/ 
9/66 granted fund for the Kuki refugees. Payment of relief fund 
was made by the Govt of Manipur Vide Memo No. 301/R/RLF in 
4 (four) instalments on the following dates ie. 22/4/1957, 7/7/ 
1959, 28/2/1966 and 18/7/1968. 


7. THE VIOLATIONS OF STANDING ORDERS BY 
THE KUKIS IN UKHRUL 


Inspite of such Standing Orders issued by the British 
Manipur Administration, the Kukis high-handedly continued land 
grabbing with their own scheme of achieving the proposed 
ZALEN-GAM, the Kuki Nation in Manipur including Chandel 
District where the ethnic clashes between the Nagas and Kukis 
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(1992-97) started. This was the root cause of Manipur ethnic 
politics. It was in May 1992, when the conflict between Nagas 
and Kukis was at its peak, a question was raised in the Indian 
parliament by an MP from Mizoram stating that “ The Kukis are 
indigenous people in Manipur and since they are a minor tribe, 
the majority Nagas harassed them; killing them, setting their 
houses on fire, etc... 

In reply to the statement with reasoning Mr. Vizol, an 
MP from Nagaland gave a benefitting answer, saying that “In 
Manipur there are many communities but the indigenous people 
are the Meities and the Nagas only, and the recent disturbance 
between the Nagas and the Kukis was due to the demand of the 
Kukis to form a Kuki Home-land in the lands held by the Nagas 
since time immemorial . 1 his was recorded by Thanchinpem Jagoi 
and Ngaherngam Ahum in their book “ The outrageous political 
drama in Manipur (page 10) ”. 

As the Kukis failed to obtain prior permission from the 
Naga village Chief and did not pay the House Tax to the Naga 
Chief for several times, there were a number of Court Cases on 
difteient occasions in Ukhrul District. Some of them are mentioned 
as documentary evidences.

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8. THE ANALS ARE ORIGIN AL SETTLERS OF 

TENGNOUPAL (CHAMDIL) 

The Anals are one of the oldest indigenous tribes of 
Manipur in Northeast India. They belonged to the Mongoloid Stock 
or group of race. The Anal tribe is one of the Pakan Naga tribes 
consisting of the Anal, Maring, Lamkang, Moyon, Monsang, 
Chothe and Tarao. They are the original indigenous inhabitants of 
the present Chandel District, living together in peace and harmony 
since time immemorial. They have their own culture, custom, 
tradition, language, religion, belief and life style of living. They 
also have many affinities or similarities with the other Naga tribes 
in culture, traditions, customs, inheritance, land ownership, ancient 
ornaments and marriage etc. according to Dr. SR. Tohring in her 
book “Ethnic identity of tribes in India’s Northeast: A case study 
of the Anal Naga Tribe”. 

My assumption is that the Anals had started occupying 
this ancestral land called Kankhupam or Anallon (Chandel) in the 
last part of 100 BC. Anallon means the area/ region inhabited by 
the Anals who are fond of erecting megaliths and making foot¬ 
steps by large flat stone and showing the memorial places where 
they had settled in course of their migrating periods. Those 
megaliths are still in existence because the other hill tribes do not 
erect megaliths as the Anals do. 

R. Brown (1893) in his book “ Satistiscal Account of the 
Native States of Manipur and Hill Territoty Under Its Rule ” 
observed that the stone (patha) as land-marked erected by the 
Anals can be found as standing even today on the hill sides in 
Burma, the Lushai Hills and South East Manipur. 
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The Anals were first settlers ofThanlon in Churanchandpur 
District. The word “Than” is derived from the Anal dialect means 
- grave and “Lon” means - hill and that means Grave Hill. The 
Anals had settled at Thanlon (Anal village) for some decades. The 
neighbouring kingdoms of the Meiteis were believed to have mutual 
respect for the sovereignity and integrity of the village which was 
described to be known as LUSA KANGLA. The Anals were also 
called Lusa Anals. And the Zote village situatedjust opposite ofAizawl, 
the capital of Mizoran is the old Anal village as it has an evidence or 
proof supported by one of Anal folk songs which is still sung by 
Anal cultural dance group. 

It reminds us that Anals were the major offshoots of the 
Indo-Mongoloid people. The Anals are original indigenous people 
who have greatly contributed historic events of Manipur State. 
Captain R. Beileau Antiquarian (1966) in his Report on the Eastern 
Frontier of British India Page No. 58 para 60 th stated that '‘Anal is 
one of the tribes belonging to Nagas”. Para 29 ,h & 80 th Stated the 
Anals, Muee-yols, Munsangs and Muring were permanent cultivators 
of the soil principally dependent on Muneepoor”. 

Most of the Singphos of Manipur have surrendered to the 
Kukis. Their names are ending with “Te” like — Paite, Ralte, Zoute, 
Simte, Sukte, Gangte, Baite and Mate etc. They are now included 
in the group of Kuki-Chin but the Anals did not surrender to the 
Kukis so they are called as Anal Naga, otherwise the Anal today 
should have been known as Analte. Since, the Anal Naga strongly 
opposed to surrendering to Kukis, scores of Anals were mercilessly 
killed for protecting their identity and safeguarding the ancestral 
territories. 
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9. A CONTEST BETWEEN WANGBAREL 
AND 2 ANAL HEROES 

There are legendary stories and megaliths standing as living 
evidences to the history of Anal tribe at Anal Khullen (Liimkhu) 
known as Anal Kangla, where two Anal legendary heroes namely 
Thuwmkhel and Volhlung, and also song composer, Volluwn were 
born. The evidences are as follow : 

(1) The existence of the stone megalith of Anal legendary 
hero Thuwmkhel’s mithun. 

(2) The existence of shrine and stones of the Meitei god of 
water (Wangbarel) 

(3) Three stones thrown by Wangbarel and 2 Anal heroes 
at Hlungke Ion at Anal Khullen. 

There was a stone throwing contest between Wangbarel 
and 2 Anal heroes at Lhungke Ion at Anal Khullen village over a 
beautiful Anal maiden Wangbarel won the stone throwing contest 
and married Wanglum Shangnu Shangtha Anal d/o Wanglum 
Luwmnung Anal and Khihring Anal. Wangbarel fulfilled the Anal 
marriage tradition and custom of paying bride’s price and bond 
service which is three years towards the parents of the bride 
according to oral Anal Customary Law at that time. The stones 
thrown by Wangbarel and 2 Anal lads are existed at Lhungke Ion 
at Anal Khullen village till date. This legend is also upheld even 
by the Meitei Community. This proved that the Anals and their 
kinsfolk tribes namely, Maring, Lamkang, Moyon, Monsang, 
Chothe and Tarao are the original settlers/ old inhabitants of this 
present Chandel District of Manipur hills. 
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10= ORIGIN OF WANGBAREL AT MOIRANG 

The legend of Anals tells us about the origin of 
Wangbarel and the reason why he had chosen the Anal 
maiden to marry her. In the course of their mi gration to 
this present Chandel, South Eastern region of Manipur 
via Aizawl and Churachandpur District, some Anals 
settled at Khulingkhu village in Moirang. The villagers 
found a hole in the middle of Khulingkhu so they made a 
trap. One day, a huge snake was caught in the trap. They 
tried to pull-out the snake throughout the day yet they 
could not do so. Therefore, they decided to cut the snake. 
While cutting off the snake, the remaining body of the 
snake in the hole made peculiar sound as it sank 
downward. Then the villagers cut the snake body into 
pieces and distributed to every household. 

A widow (Lukhrabi) and her 4 daughters were 
absent as they were working in the field. The share of 
widow was hanged at the door post of her house. When it 
was getting dark, the widow family came home but didn’t 
notice the snake meat on the door post. They slept without 
eating the snake meat. It was towards the dawn, when a 
cock crows thrice saying clearly that 
“Khulingkhuchimnaka” (Khulingkhu will sink) so she 
along with her four daughters left the village in the early 
morning. Soon after they left, the whole Khulingkhu 
village sank and disappeared along with numerous clans 
of Anal tribe. 
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Thereafter the family of the widow settled in a place called 
Lukhrabi Khun near Moirang. The widow made agricultural garden 
where she planted variety of vegetables which were repeatedly 
eaten up by a wild pig. One day, she said that she would give her 
daughter in marriage to any man who could kill the animal. It was 
overheard by Pakhangba who killed the wild pig and claimed the 
widow’s daughter. The widow agreed to give him her first daughter 
and Pakhangba promised to come again and take her. Next day, 
when he came back in the form of a snake, none of her daughters 
agreed to follow the snake, however, the youngest daughter was 
forced to go with Pakhangba who became human being as soon as 
they left “Lukhrabi Khun” and established a well to-do family. 

One day, the widow along with her 3 daughters visited the 
family of Pakhangba who married her youngest daughter and found 
that she lived happily and rich. As soon as they came back home, 
they decided to search for any snake, and they found an ordinary 
huge snake and brought home in a basket and kept in a room. 
That night, the first daughter was asked to sleep with the snake. In 
the night, the snake felt hungry and started swallowing the daughter, 
when complained to her mother she simply said that it is natural of 
getting married to bear the seeds of her generation. In the morning, 
they found that she has been already swallowed by the snake in 
the room. 

As there was no male member in the widow’s family, they 
requested Pakhangba, the husband of youngest daughter to kill 
the big snake. He accepted the job but told his wife that in case of 
his returning home in the form of a snake, she should tell her 
children not to kill him because he is their father. Pakhangba 
covered his body well with clothes so that the blood from the 
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snake should not touch him. Unfortunately, a drop of blood from 
the snake touched him through a little hole and became an ordinary 
snake. While staying near his home in the form of snake, his children 
wanted to kill him but their mother used to say “do not kill, it is 
your father”. One day, while their mother felt sleepy, the children 
asked her if they would kill the snake, the sleepy mother unmindfully 
said yes, so they killed their father who was in the form of a snake. 

The first son of Pakhangba and Anal wife was Wangbarel. 
Since his mother was from Anal tribe, Wangbarel has thoughtfully 
decided to search for his life-partner from the tribe of Anal so he 
left Moirang and came to Anal Khullen in the form of Python-man 
and married Anal lady Wanglum Shangnu Shangtha in 7 AD. The 
name of the first son of Wangbarel was NongdaLairen Pakhangba. 
He became the first king of Manipur from 33 AD to 154 AD 
according to L. Joychandra Singh in his book “ The Lost Kingdom 
(Royal Chronicle of Manipurf \ The word u Lairen or Python''' is 
simply interpreted in Sanskrit language as Nag or Naga or snake. 
The Anals were under the rule of Nongda Lairen Pakhangba for 
120 years and under other Meitei kings (Maharajas) till 1891 AD 
and from 1891-1947 AD, the Anals were under the rule of British 
India. 

The legend of Anal tells us that during the reign of the 
snake king - Nongda Lairen Pakhangba, the Anals were already 
known as Naga.. This historical event proved that the Anal became 
Naga more than 1800 years before Kuki came to this present 
Chandel District. Before the arrival of Kukis to Chandel, the Naga 
tribes (pakans) were the inhabitants of Kabow Valley for centuries. 
In 1559, the Burmese King Pajemong waged war and conquered 
the Kabow Valley by subjugating the Naga tribes in South Eastern 
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portion of Manipur. The people of this region suffered untold 
miseries and inflictions during the successive expeditions of the 
Kings of Manipur and 7 (seven) years devastation during the reign 
of Maharaja Gambhir (1819-1826). 

11. CONFLICT AFTER THE ARRIVAL OF KUKIS 
IN TENGNOUPAL (CHAMDIL) 

11.1 The Kamhou and Lotho wars 

The Kukis under the leadership of Ngulsung, Ngulbal and 
Khuwngkhang Sahumpa from Chassad Kukis, Ukhrul came to 
Chamdik Manipur in the year 1845 AD and settled at Khangbarol. 
As they could not drive out the Anals during 1850-57, they invited 
the Kamhous and Sukte (Kuki-Chin) of Tiddim led by Kokatung 
to invade the Anal territories. They raided a number ofAnal villages 
and the Anals suffered tremendously in the hands of the said raiders 
with many killed and taken as captives including women and 
children. Countless of properties were looted and villages burnt 
into ashes. They fought with the Anals without knowing the war 
game plan of the Kukis. It was recorded by RK. Jhalajit Singh 
(1965) in his book “A short history of Manipur” Chapter XX Page 
228. 

According to the legendary records of Anals supported by 
the Anal folk song, Pashel Kumthu was the Anal hero (warrior) 
during 1850s. Physically, he was short and thin in stature but 
talented warrior who killed many enemies of Anals and Lamkangs. 
He fought and protected Lamkangs from the Kukis at Hekha. Pie 
killed the Sakang Hero called Sersum who led the attack on Oklu 
Anal village. He also fought valiantly during the Lotho war 
launched by the valley neighbours namely Wangoo, Chairen, 
Waikhong, Kumbi, Sagang and Moirang against the LUSA Anal 
tribes. 
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11.2 THE KUKI REBELLION (1917-19) 

In the wake of the World War I (1914-1919) the Kukis 
opposed the Manipur Labour Corps of the British and took arms 
and the southern region of Tengnoupal (Chamdii) presently known 
as Chakpikarong Sub-Division was made of their operational 
region, the conflict between the Kukis and the British is known as 
Kuki Rebellion (1917-19) which was started on 19-12-1917 and 
ended on 20-5-1919. 

In fact, the Kukis committed untold atrocities on the Anals 
who were also forced to supply ration to Kuki fighting forces. In 
order to protect the Anals from Kuki onslaughts,, the British 
administration evacuated the Anal people from Chakpikarong Sub- 
Division to the Concentration Camp at Chingmeirong, Imphal. 
Unfortunately, the hardships of the Anals at the camp was added 
by the outbreak of epidemic which claimed many precious lives of 
the Anals. Another Concentration Camp was set up at Chamdii 
under the protection of British Army. The Anals from the following 
villages namely Chamdii, Modi, Lambung, Ramsom (Lamphou 
Charu), Phiran Khulen (Lonkhu) and Leho were kept at the camp. 


12, COURT CASES OF LAND DISPUTE IN 
TENGNOUPAL (CHAMDIL) 

After the forceful entry of Kukis in Tengnoupal (Chamdii) 
in 1845. Their settlement was a conditional with payment oflousal 
(field’s tax) according to the standing orders passed by President, 
Manipur State Darbar which were challenged in the Courts for 
several times. Some of the Court documentary evidences are 
provided below.

Parties appear:- Except Defdt No. 2. Summon served on 
Him as not yet return. This is a complaints about exaction of 
Loushal by the two defdts as claiming the land known as 
Burumching by either party where the pltff did the cultivation. It 
is stated by Shongkhomang Ningthou of Lamphai who is present 
in connection with his case that the (page 2) land known as 
Burumching belongs to Khubung Khulen but what makes the Defdt 
No. 2 to claim the land he does not know. The Defdts No. 2 is a 
new comer dated back just after end of the Kuki rebellion ie. 
1918 or 19 whereas the Defdt No. 1 is an old settlers. 

The date of settlement cannot be given. However, a new 
settler or an old settler is not the question entitling the holding of 
the land, that one or the other party might have acquired by 
purchase. The pre-supposition is that being an old settler the land 
must naturally belongs to Khubung Khulen but (page 3) might 
have sold out to Moltuk. In case of the absence of the Defdt No. 
2 this cannot be ascertained and has to wait his presence and give 
his testimony. Case put up on 18 th May 1950 along with C.C. No. 
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60/T&M of49-50. Sd/- S. Yangmaso SDO Tengnoupal. Witnesses 
and Kim bung Khulen appear except Moltuk Defdt whose summon 
was received by the witness Tonglun of Khongkang. This is the 
fault of the serving Lambu and should in all future case serve to 
the summonee. 

The truth of the problem now lies on Khongkang’s giving 
accurate account of the boundary with Khubungkhulen. The point 
is that Moltuk (page 4) who was a Machet of Khongkang acquired 
Patta and Land from him seen SDO East Misc Case No. 13/ 193 8- 
39 in which the land Chak-mol Monbi Bridle path or on the 
Nungtuyang side will remain in the possession of Moltuk. To take 
in its true measuring means a total disown of land by Khubung 
Khulen which is on the west of Chak-Mol Monbi Bridle path. 
This is unnatural and devoid of human morality and justice in the 
case like this where no definite boundary is maintained and kept 
tor future guidance wither party has probably taken undue 
advantage to get a bigger portion (page 5) of the land inspite of its 
knowledge. Khongkangsavonpa with whose boundary it fall with 
Khubung Khulen before the arrival of Moltuk give the version 
that falling down the course of Nungtuyang Lok. 

It is diverted through a small stream known as Burum Lok 
in Anal and Lungloo Lok in Kuki upto its source where the B.P. 
(Bridle Path) run across. This is admitted by the pltff and in the 
circumstances as this there is no other way but to record the 
boundary between Khubungkhulen and Moltuk by Burum Lok. 
The only point is now to find out the place where the Jhuming is 
done whether on (page 6) the side of Moltuk or Khubungkhulen 
according to it final order will be passed A. Lambu to go which 
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side the jhuming is done Lambu’s report should reach by the 10 th 
June 50. Re-summon parties for the same date sd/- S. Yangmaso 
SDO Tengnoupal 18/5/50 seen Lambu’s report case put up when 
I go on tour towards the direction to ascertain the actual state of 
thing.

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13. THE ROLE OF ANALS IN NAGA NATIONAL 

MOVEMENT UNDER NNC 


While facing tremendous subjugation and suppression by 
the Kukis, the Anal Naga participated in the Naga plebiscite of 
May 16, 1951 showing their solidarity with Naga national 
movement beginning from 1952. Mr. L. Hrangchin (Lumshung) 
Anal of Charongching, Chakpikarong was the first person from 
Anal tribe, who met AZ Phizo Angami in Burma during his short 
stay with L. Hrangchin Anal in 1952. The Anals whole heartedly 
supported the Federal Government of Nagaland which was formed 
on 22/3/1956 under NNC. The Anals started observing the Yehzabo 
(constitution) of Nagalim dated on 22/3/1956 and amended in 
1968. 


Mr. KL. Angnal Anal of Hnatham became the first President 
of Manipur Naga Council when it was formed on 22/10/1957 at 
Ukhrul. Mr. St. Kumar (Thumnal) Anal of Anal Khullen village 
joined the Naga Army in 1958 and became the first Commander 
of Naga Army, Tengnoupal (Chamdil) in 1965. The Civil 
administration for Tengnoupal was also formed in the name and 
style of “AMAMMCHT Region ” consisting of Tengnoupal Naga 
tribes namely Anal, Maring, Asin (Lamkang), Moyon, Monsang, 
Chothe and Tarao who jointly struggled for self-determination. 
Mr. Ps. James of Anal Khulen was the first Pangtong (Deputy 
Commissioner). Mr. L. Hrangchin also became President of NNC, 
Tengnoupal after retiring from Burmese Army replacing Mr. Sng. 
Wumgam, Ex CEO, ADC of Lambung village who took over the 
charge of President of NNC youth wing, Tengnoupal. 
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14. NAGA INTEGRATION MOVEMENT UNDER 

NNC 

When the Naga nationalism was deep rooted amongst the 
Anals of Chamdii (Tengnoupal) in Manipur, the Anals whole 
heartedly supported and participated in the movement for Naga 
integration under the Anal prominent leaders like Late. Mr. HB. 
Khelshung Anal, Ex-MLA, Late Mr. HT. Thungam Anal, Ex- 
Minister, Late Mr. NL. Thumsing Anal, Ex-Chairman ADC and 
Late Mr. NG. Mono Monsang, Ex-MLA. 

The Nagas in Chamdii District had demonstrated in heart, 
mind and action as Nagas accordi ng to unique history of Nagas in 
the early centuries. 75 persons of Anal Naga both Naga Army and 
civil have laid down their lives during 1960s and 1970s for the 
cause of the Naga movement. The VVF under the co mm and of 
Mr. Tongkhosei Baite have killed the remaining Naga army 
personnels under NNC. 

The Anals used to sing a song in Anal dialect “ Tongkhnsei 
Home Guard pa, vumrem ruwmnu katoh cha seh doh ichun 
paning” (I am running away as I am too much afraid of blacken 
Tongkhusei Baite, Home Guard man). 
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15. NAGA NATIONAL MOVEMENT UNDER NSCN 

The Naga movement for self-determination in ChamdiS 
(Tengnoupal) District under NNC untill signing of Shillong Accord 
in 1975 was continued under NSCN since 1980 by first leaders 
from Anal Naga tribe like St. Roy (Dahring) of Unopat, Ts. 
Thumtun of Ralruwng (Larong) Rng. Tenhring of Lamphou Charu 
and Js. Abdul of Hnatham. There after, the youths of other Pakan 
tribes started joining the movement. More than one hundred Anals 
from both Naga army and civil administration under NSCN have 
laid down their lives for the cause of Naga freedom movement. 
These historical events were supported by Capt. Rajendra Singh 
(1981) in his book “The Anals of Manipur” Page 18 & 19 stated 
that “In the wake of Naga insurgency, the underground movement 
gathered momentum in the Anal area in 1961. The so called 10* 
Battalion of the Naga Army operated in the present Chamdil District 
while 11 th and 12* Battalions were operated in Tangkhul and Mao 
areas. 

16. THE ANAL VICTIMS DURING NAGA KUKI 

CONFLICT (1992-97) 

During the conflict (1992-97) between the Nagas and 
Kukis, has resulted to the large scale of agony and inflictions on 
both the Nagas and Kukis but in respect to Anal victims, 3 5 people 
were killed, 28 people injured and 32 villages with 638 houses

The blood of these Anals testified before the whole world 
that the Anal Tribe is neither old nor new Kuki. Since the arrival 
of Kukis in Tengnoupal (Chamdil),these two groups were fighting 
each other through all the bygone times because they belonged to 
different communities viz. Nagas and Kukis. 
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17. RECOGNISED LIST OF TRIBES OF 
TENGNOUPAL (CHAMDIL) 

The list of recognized Scheduled Tribes in Tengnoupal 
(Chamdil) district were only the Anal, the Lamkang, the Moyon, 
the Monsang, the Maring, the Kom and the Chothe as per order 
issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Govt of India vide 
notification No. SRO 2477Adated 29/10/1956. There is no record 
of other tribes (excluding Tarao yet to be recognized at that time) 
in Chandel (Tengnoupal) district even during the post-independence 
of India period. These factual events/ incidents proved that the 
Anals, Lamkangs, Moyons, Monsangs, Maring, Chothes and 
Taraos (yet to be recognized at that time) were the original 
inhabitants of present Chandel District. 

18. KUKI-NAGA RECONCILIATION DAY ON 16/11/2013 

Politically, the alliance between UKLF and NSC.N did not 
last long but religiously both Kuki People s Forum (KPF) Chandel 
and Chandel Naga People’s Organization (CNPO) have jointly 
appealed to all Christian Churches to offer special prayer on 10/ 
11/2013 for the success of re-conciliation ceremony. 

And the Kuki-Naga Reconciliation Day was held 
successfully on 16/11/2013 at District Sports Complex, Chandel 
Christian village, despite of KNO on 14/11/2013 dissuades Kukis 
from attending the said “ reconciliation meet ” which is acceptable 
to God and to live in the name of Jesus as a good neighbor in 
fulfillment of the Holy Scripture. All this is from God, who through 
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Christ reconciled us to himself and gave us the ministry of 
reconciliation — 2 Corinthians 5:18. 

This reconciliation meet also proved thatNagas and Kukis 
are living together as neighbor in Chandel District, despite of the 
claim by KNO to 100% ethnic Kuki inhabited district. Let us be 
true Christians while maintaining the facts and figures of the his tory 

19. ANAL (PAKAN) IS NEITHER 
OLD NOR NEW KUKI 

The history of Anal has been written by other writers 
including my former student Dr. SR. Tohring Anal in her book 
“Ethnic identity of tribes in India’s Northeast: A case study of the 
Anal Naga Tribe” has done a good research and brought out the 
history of Anal origin, linguistic, affinity', political organization and 
social life. 1 am satisfied with her book on Anal history and strongly 
endorsed her book which clearly classified the ethnic identity of 
Anal Tribe as one of the oldest Naga tribes. A big difference of 
culture, traditions, customs and social life between Anals and Kukis 
has been made clear. It is true that the ethnic identity' of Anal tribe 
has become a tool for whatever intended politically just before 
independence of India. 

The Anals were already described or classified as Nagas 
by the Meitei kings/ Maharajas of Manipur since 33 AD and British 
administrators and writers before Colonel John Shakespeare came 
to Manipur as British Political Agent during 1909-14. According 
to L. Joychandra Singh in his book “The Lost Kingdom (Royal 
Chronicle of Manipur)” page 5, 11, 19,21,24, 34. In the year Sak 
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1479, Manipur Raja Chalamba conquered the Naga villages of 
Anan, Maring, Thingnong and Engthi, brought lots of captives 
and properties. He died in the year Sak 1484. He was succeeded 
by his son Mungyanba who conquered the Naga villages of Chakpa, 
Cherang, Sakang, Anan, Kabui, Shama, Thingnong, Engthi, 
Torang, Lanhang, Hooitok and Tongal brought lots of captives 
and properties. 

In the month of December Sak 1576 Khoohaoba attacked 
the Anal Naga village with large number of troops, many lives 
were lost at the fighting. There was great hail storm on that day. 
Paikhomba conquered the villages of Anan, brought 30 captives 
Yentharamba and 2 men were sent to Burma. When the headmen 
of the villages of Anan Nanphaw, Maraibong Shangang disagreed 
and disobeyed the orders of Manipur Raja Paikhomba who friendly 
invited those chiefs to the Palace for dinner. They were arrested 
when they arrived at the Palace and imprisoned there and then he 
sent some troops to their villages and captured 150 men and the 
villagers were brought to submission. 

Paikhomba also arrested 3 (three) Anan Nagas when they 
were fleeing to Kabo Valley. In the year Sak 1626, Manipur Raja 
Charairongba arrested 23 Anan Nagas and convicted them. When 
the Manipur Raja introduced a new system of making Manipurii 
shel (currency money) in the year Sak 1648, there was a rising in 
the Anan Naga village and the Raja himself went to check the 
rising and imprisoned the headman of the village. 
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All these Kings of Manipur recorded the Anal (Anan) as 
Nagas. The otherNaga tribes viz, Maring, Lamkang, Moyon, 
Monsang, Chothe, Tarao, Aimol, Chiru, Koireng and Thangal were 
classified as Nagas by the indigenous Meitei Kings (Maharajas) of 
Manipur kingdom in the early centuries. 

King Kyamba (1507-08 AD) was noted for his military 
and civil administrative achivements. He made military expedition 
to make eastern boundary of Manipur with the annexation of 
Kabow Valley to Manipur bounded by the Chindwin River. He 
also sent military arbitrators to the South front line of Manipur 
where inter-tribal feuds intensified with the aggressive role of the 
Awa (Burmese King). At that time, there were seven features of 
tribal folks in the South front line of Manipur namely Pawite 
(Pwois), Sukte (Chhawhte), Ralte, Kelki, Lungting, Adang and 
Pholkong were recognized as Anan Hao because it was said that 
“Chaba thakpa nanba Anan Hao” whereas the Kuki proverb says 
that “Mikhou kaphatle mi anette kanet, yuongkhou kaphatle young 
anette kanet” which meant that in the olden days, the Kuki 
community is not serious minded about dirt and cleanliness while 
eating and drinking. 
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20. NO REPORT OF ANAL AS OLD OR NEW 

KUKI (1851-53) IN KXJKI COUNTRY 


According to Sir Alexander Mackenzie in his book “The 
NorthEast Frontier of India" Para 83 stated that there was a Kuki 
country' or area which is a portion of the Barail Mountains on one 
side of the head-waters of the Lanting and Dhansiri take their rise 
and go off towards the West and North. And on the other side, 
Chuiine, Makho and Jhiri Rivers flow towards East and South, a 
tangled mass of forest-clad hills comparatively low ridges thrown 
off from the present range upon which the broad conical peaks of 
Angoolo and Laishang rise up nearly 7000 feet above the sea level. 
It was Inhabited by the New Kukis who were reported in 1851- 
52. They are Sub-divided into the Thado, Changsen, Shingshon, 
Holthang and Haokip clans. 

The old Kukis were reported in 1853 AD consist of 
Khelema, Ranthai, Bete and Lamkhron. The census of this Kuki 
Tribe of that Kuki country taken in March 1872 AD consisted of 
21 villages, containing 718 houses with a total population of 1872 
souls. The Anal (Pakan) is not reported in the New Kuki nor in 
Old Kuki clans. The offshoots of Pakan tribe namely Anal. Maring, 
Moyon, Monsang, Lamkang, Chothe and Tarao were not reported 
in the New Kuki and old Kuki clans even in Kuki country. I his 
historical event proves that the Anal is neither old nor new Kuki 
because the Anal became Naga more than 1800 years ahead before 
the arrival of Kukis in 1845 AD. 
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It was only in the year 1912 AD, the Anals were included 
in the group of Old Kukis by John Shakespeares as a tool for 
political purpose. It is the creation of post-independent 
administrators and politicians based on the writings and references 
of the British political agents. Thus, the ethnic identity of Anal 
Naga tribe is in question for whatever intended purpose but it is 
purely an 19 th Century origin. 

George Abraham Grierson (1903) and John Shakespeare 
(1912) classifies the Anals as one of the old Kuki clans while other 
historians identifies the Anals as Nagas. GA Grierson’s assumption 
of Anal as old Kuki contradict his linguistic survey of India said 
“Anal shows a closer connection with the Naga languages than 
the other dialects of the Kuki-Chin” then the ethnic identity of 
Anal tribe in question should not be grouped as old Kuki. 

Remberton R. Beileau (1916) in his “Report on the Eastern 
Frontier of British India” stated as “Anal is. one of the tribes 
belonging to Nagas. ” In 1951, the Govt of India recognized 29 
tribes including the Anals of Manipur as tribes on their linguistic 
basis as Nagas knowing this true historical record of Anals as 
Nagas. Any Kuki-Chin-Mizo organizations formed since 1933 did 
not include the Anal as Kuki-Chin-Mizo. This proved that the 
Anal or Pakan is neither old nor new Kuki but original Naga. 
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21. PROPOSAL OF ANAL AS ONE OF THE OLD 
KUKI CLANS OF MANIPUR 

Colonel John Shakespeare (1912 AD) in his book “The 
Lushai Kuki Clans” page 149 para 2 never said that the Anal is 
one of the old Kuki clans but he only proposed as one of the old 
Kuki clans of Manipur. He clearly stated that “ Under this heading 
I propose dealing with the Aimol, Anal, Tikhup and Vaiphei, who 
are now found in various parts of the hills bordering the Manipur 
valley, and who resemble each other in very many respects. In 
spite of resemblance, the clans while acknowledging their 
relationship to one another, kept entirely apart, living in separate 
villages and never inter-marryingf\ 

The word “Propose” will not be accepted by the true 
historians while writing any book of history on ethnic identity. 
The writer himself is not sure of declaring the tribes as old Kuki 
clans but proposed as such his intention as political agent is in 
question.Under this proposed paragraph itself had exposed that 
they are not related to one another by blood. Naturally, blood 
relatives never forget each other and simply never depart from 
each other and generally they did not fight or kill each other. 
Historically, the Anals were not reported in the groups of old and 
new Kukis in the Kuki country. The forceful claim of Kukis over 
the Anals belonging to one of the old Kukis based on resemblance 
is intended as a tool of political purpose to claim the ancestral 
land of Anals for the proposed formation of ZALEN-GAM 
including Tengnoupal (Chamdil) under a distorted history. 
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ethnically, the Meitei kings (Maharajas) of Manipur in early 
centuries had recognized the Anal as Naga and accordingly, the 
Govt of India has officially recognized the Anal as a tribe belonging 
to Naga group in Manipur state. Legally, where is the standing 
Govt. Official Order declaring the Anal as Kuki in Manipur? 

22. THE ANALS ACCEPTED CHRISTIANITY IN 1913 

According to the International Meitei Forum (IMF), the 
Kukis are the foreigners. The Meiteis in the valley and Nagas in 
the hills of Manipur are the indigenous people and the Kukis are 
the late comers. The contentious political concept of Kukis about 
the Tangkhul Missionaries of converting the old Kuki groups in 
this present Chandel District to Christianity as Nagas is absolutely 
wrong because Mr. Bs. Thulnung Anal s/o BS. Angba of Anal 
Khullen village and Mr. Kch. Mono s/o Kch. Hrangdon of Darchor 
village from Chandel District had already accepted the gospel of 
Jesus through Rev. W. Pettigrew directly at Ukhrul in 1913 (19 th 
Century). 

Whereas the Pakan tribes namely Anal, Lamkang, Maring, 
Moyon, Monsang, Tarao and Chothe were already known as Nagas 
since 14 lh Century. This kind of concocted history should not be 
propagated to deceive the true Christians. How can we believe 
those people who produced such distorted history as true 
Christians? 
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23. CAMPAIGN UNDER MANASSEH (THE LOST TRIBE 
OF ISRAEL) AND KUKI-CHIN-MIZO 

The compaign under the banner of Children of Manasseh, 
the lost tribe of Israel to form the Zalen-Gam will not be possible 
because there will be no another state of Jews (Israel) in the world. 
Dr. C. Scingchia from Mizoram addressed the UN Permanent 
Forum on Indegenous issues (7" 1 Session) on May 1, 2008 at UN 
Hqrs, New York on behalf of Kuki-Chin-Mizo Indegenous people 
of Northeast India under item No. 9: The future work of Indigenous 
Forum. He sought the help of UN to form: 

(1) Zo Indegenous International Council. 

(2) Zo International University. 

(3) Zo Cultural Center (Zo inpui). 

(4) Zo International Socio-Economic Centers. 

(5) Zo Indigenous Language 

But it is a pipedream which cannot be possible likewise 
the proposed Zalen-Gam with forceful claim of Kukis over the 
Nagas of Chamdil as old Kukis on the basis of distorted history 
will be impossible because the Kukis cannot win the heart, mind 
and body of Nagas into their group of Kukis. 

It is true that many historians depend on the historical 
records maintained by the Army Officers. Hence, while composing 
the Regimental song of the Assam Regiment dated 15A6/1941 song 
no. 1 and 2 stanza mentioned the Anal and Kuki separately. 
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24. TWO MAJOR CLANS OF THE ANAL NAGA TRIBE 

The Anals are broadly divided into two major clans namely 
MUSUM (Chanang) CHAKO and MURCHAL (Kori) CHAKO. 
There are 41 sub-clans of Musum and 41 Sub-clans in Murchal. 
Marriage is admissible only between Musum and Murchal clans. 
For example a boy from Musum clan is permissible to marry a girl 
from Murchal clans. A boy and a girl from the same clans cannot 
marry each other according to Anal Customary Law unlike the 
Kukis. The first son is called Mote followed by Kopu, Bepu, 
Thumpa, Angpu and continued as Mono, Kono, Beno, Thumno 
and Angno. The first daughter is called Khinu and followed by 
Tonu, Shan gnu, Penu, Thumnu continued as Khino, Tono, 
Shangno, Peno, Thumno unlike the Kukis. The father’s property 
is inherited by the youngest son who took care of the parents unlike 
the Kukis. 


The four sons of Mote Tolhlung namely Khumlo, Wangshol, 
Wango and Daryal formed a common clan nomenclature as Mate 
Chapa in Anal community since time immemorial. Mate Chapa 
from Anal tribe can claim over Mate tribe from Kuki-Chin as an 
offsoot of Mate Chapa because Mate tribe is not reported in old 
and New Kukis in 1851-53 but surrendered to Kukis and become 
Kuki-Chin according to the legend and folksong of Mate Chapa 
of Anal tribe which is one of the oldest tribes in India’s Northeast. 
As of now, I am sure Mate tribe will not agree or accept this 
claim. Since Mate tribe is late comer in the region, there is no 
legitimacy for Mate tribe to claim Mate Chapa as its offsoot.. 
Ignorantly, some people of Anal community might have claimed 
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themselves as one of the old Kuki clans under unavoidable 
circumstances but they will understand and realize sooner or later 
when the Naga political issue is settled according to the Unique 
History of Nagas. 


25, THE APPEAL TO THE MEETEIS AND KUKIS AS 

NEIGHBOURS OF NAGAS 


As stated in my previous article “The history of Anal to 
the context of ethnic violence” published by the Sangai Express 
page 4 dated 20/12/2012 l s! paragraph that the Churachandpur 
District is also the original land of Hmar or Pakan. Thanlon is the 
name derived from Anal dialect means grave hill. The Anals are 
also living in Burma (Myanmar), Gangmumei Kabui (1985) in his 
book “ Anal: A Transborder Tribe of Manipur" has rightly pointed 
out that Anal is a transborder tribe during the course of migration 
till they finally settled in the present Chandel District. He also 
stated that the Anals were already described by the British 
administrators and writers as Nagas before John Shakespeare 
(1912) supported by enough documentary evidence including 
official records. 

R. Brown (1893) also observed that the stone erected as 
land-marked by the Anals are found still standing even today in 
Burma, Lushai Hills and South East Manipur. In the history of 
land in Chandel and Churachandpur is a vindicative proof that the 
Nagas are old tribes and are once the owners of land in 
Churachandpur and Chandel. The young generation of Nagas will 
know and remember that Churachandpur is once the original land 
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of their forefathers during the course of their migration because 
the Meitei god of water Wangbarel, Meitei kings (Maharajas), 
British administrators, Govt oj India, Documentary official 
records, the Heavens and the Earth are the witnesses that present 
Chandel and Churachandpur Districts are the original lands 
occupied by the original Nagas since a Century BC period but 
never occupied by Kukis who were late comers who forcefully 
encroached the lands of the Nagas. The bloods ofNaga Martyrs 
for safe-guarding and protecting of their ancestral lands and 
ethnic identity will never be erased easily from the Unique History 
of Nagas. 

Through this paper, I appeal to my brethren Meiteis to 
realize and understand that the Nagas never start or create any 
problem first for the present ethnic identity politics in Manipur. 
The Naga peace talk can be supported because any Naga settlement 
will be benefitted by everybody as the circumstances will compel 
the Nagas to work together and engage the expertise of Meiteis 
and labour force that will restore the old good relationship between 
them and every down trodden people of the region will have a 
chance to survive. The Kukis can respect the aspirations of the 
Nagas and live together as good neighbor in the realm of 
Christianity. 
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26. THE NAGA NATIONAL ANTHEM 


During the period of Pre-Independence of India (Bharat 
or Hindustan) there were many princely states and kingdoms of 
ethnically different communities. They were ruled by their 
respective Rajas. They dividedly opposed to be under the 
administration of British East India Company Ltd. They had no 
unity spirit to fight against the British administration due to different 
culture, tradition, custom and social life style but the wisdom of 
Rabindranath Tagore who composed the National Anthem of India 

“Jana Gana Mana Adina.” approved by the Indian National 

Congress saved the different people of India to be united to carry 
on the freedom movement and got independence on 15 th August 
1947 under the sincere leadership of Mahatma Gandhi who became 
the Father of Nation. Many including Bir Tikendrajit, Thangal, 
Paona, Jadonang and Rani Gaidinlu had laid down their precious 
lives defending Manipur and many more were imprisoned and 
tortured to get the freedom of India.

Historically, ethnically and politically, the Nagas 
had gone too far and never to look back for anything else till they 
achieve success. 
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27. GOD’S PERSPECTIVE ON SOLUTION OF 
LINEAGE PROBLEM 

I am not undermining my brethren Kukis in anyway. In 
fact, I have many Kuki triends who are good and extremely honest. 
I have seen them to be good Christians who faithfully kept the 
commandments of God. As of today, I did not hold any feeling of 
enmity or personal dislike against the Kukis inspite of undesirable 
history of past confl ict and bloodshed. I am still looking forward 
to maintaining a peaceful co-existence between the Nagas and 
Kukis as good neighbours in the new creation of the earth. We, 
the tribals professed to be Christians, let us study about God’s 
perspective look on solution of lineage problem we are facing 
today. 

27.1 Honesty is the best policy and formula to solve any 
problem: 

We the Christians must remember our baptismal vows after 
believing in God of justice. Jesus, the saviour and Holy Spirit, the 
comforter (helper). Let us see what God says about the honesty 
which is the best policy and formula to solve any problem. God 
said to King David, Human kind is not naturally honest. (All men 
are liars) - Psalm 116:11.All are liars - Rev 21:8. Honesty as a 
character quality is a sign of the spirit’s work in a person’s soul 
because God cannot lie - Hebrew 6:18.
